EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Again it is our pleasant 
uanzal, duty to chronicles Japan- 
NIPPON! ¢se guccess, and as it. is 
the first substantial sue- 
cess of the land forces of our brave littlo 
ally against ber formidable and im- 
plucable foe tho news will be welcomed 
the more heartily by all who wish that 
success shall ultimately crown the 
efforts of the Japanese army in Man- 
ehuria. It is too carly yet to form a 
correct estimate cf the forces engaged, 
ow tha full extent of tho Japanese 
victory; ut it is significant that 
in the first rent trial of strength 
between the oppasing armics victory 
should rest with the Japanese. The 
eroasing of the Yalu hns strengthened 
tho strategical position of the Japanese, 
\ to whose’ army the possession of the 
| estuary of the river will be a valuable 
factor. Moving slowly and circum. 
speetly, the Japanese Commander-in- 
Chief has waited till he was strong en- 
ough to inaure an initial success, which 
will have tho effect of inspiring his 
men with confidence whilst helping to 
demoralise thy enemy. The Russians 
ought to be convinced by this time that 
the Japanese are not to be despised as 


a foe, Thoy havo a well-equipped army, 
are hardy und mobile, and they possess 
a patriotism and heroic fearlessness of 
denth that will carry then whero the 
dull-witted morgjik conscript, without a 
heart for the conflict in which he is 
engaged, will not dare to venture. We 
may take it that the battle of the Yalu 
presages the advance upon and invest- 
hinent of Port Arthur. but beyond locat- 
ing the whereabouts of a largo Japanese 
army the details we publish in this issue 
do not reveal anything of the Japanese
